The Publie Accounts Commit- 
tee at Ottawa has been taking a 
look at the transactions through 
which the Militia Department be- 
cume possessed of 150 acres of 
land near Montreal. The land 
was bought by the department a 
year ago for $180,000, It was 
bouglit by the vendors a year be- 
fore, or options secured on it, for 
$89,000, One portion of the land 
had been secured by the vendors 
for $37,500, which was not paid 
wntil the Government gave them 
$80,000 for it. Considering that 
real estate was not a very active 
commodity last year, these gentle- 
men are surely entitled to con- 
gratulation on having turned a 
very neat profit with the depart- 
ment presided over by Colonel 
Hughes, the more so as their in- 
vestment was forty per cent jaw- 
bone, The warmth of the publie 
felicitations may, of course, be 
somewhat cooled by the _ reflec- 
tion that they have to put up the 
money in # period of hard times, 
and that if ordinary business 
prudence had been anywhere ap- 
parent on the Government side of 
the dealings they would have had 
$50,000 or more less to pay. That, 
of course, is the fault of the Gov- 
ernment, not of the gentlemen. 
who negotiated the deal. 
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of genteel begging and bribing 
known as ‘‘tipping.’? This form 
of piracy’ has, of course, no jus- 
tification for existence, and its 
disappearance would be hailed 
with delight by all who find it 
necessary to travel. In the in- 
cipient stages of development the 
practice could have been killed 
by the refusal of the vietim to be 
robbed. But the process of evo- 
lution has progvessed too far for 
public opinion unaided by law to 
be effective. In a good many 
hotels and restaurants now it is 
a choice of bribe the waiter or go 
hungry. On trains and steam- 
ships the practice has been sim- 
ilarly developed. So far have 
matters gone that in ‘‘swell”’ 
establishments the waiters do not 
draw salary at all, but rely. on 
the plunder of patrons for an in- 
come; while the head waiter in an 
eating-house frequently system- 
atizes the business and requires 
the hash-earricr to hand over a 
percentage of the spoils. If the 
bill before Parliament is to be 
effective it will have to contain 
provisions for getting at the 
parties “higher up’? as well as 
for penalizing the individual who 
actually makes the colfeetion, I 
oughtalso to reach the party who 
gives or offers a tip, 


The police yaided an elaborate- 
ly equipped gambling resort on 
First street. That is good news. 
But it also makes an explanation 
due the public from the police. 
A full-fledged institution of this 
sort would hardly have blossomed 
out if experiments with establish- 
ments on a less pretentious seale 
had not been found to be both 
profitable and safe, Last month, 
it will be reealled, a man was 
fleeced in a Virst street resort, 
and so far as known the operators 
of the plant have not been round: 
ed up. In the trial of a citizen 
who was arrested for trying to 
get a constable to search one of 
the parties implicated in this af- 
fair who had pulled a gun on an- 
other spectator, it was sworn that 
the constable in question declared 
“everyone knew of the existence 
of such places,’’ and that the vie 
tim was to blame for attempting 
to beat sharps at their own game. 
The constable denied the state- 
ment, If the statement had been 
that the publie suspeeted the ex- 
istehee of such places it would 
have been entirely in aecord with 
the facets. The suspicion will be 
confirmed by Saturday night's 
raid on a joint rigged out with all 
the paraphernalia common to the 
dens of a mining camp in the 
earlier days of the West. Insti- 
tutions of the kind are not usually 
started on this seale unless op- 
erations of similar character but 
carried on less conspicuously have 
been found safe from interfer: 
ence, That the city under present 
conditions c* law-enforcement 
was taken to be a place where the 
roulette wheel, the faro bank, and 
the Black Jack game could be 
resurrected with fair chance of 
immunity and large chances of 
profit is a cireumstance for which 
the city authorities owe an ex- 
planation to the publie. If Ed- 
monton is judged by the ‘‘frater- 
nity’’ to be, in relation to gam- 
bling, a place where the condi. 
tious of Carson City in the 
‘sixties or of Dawson City in the 
‘nineties can be reproduced, it is 
time the citizens were informed 
how that conception has been au- 
thorized, and where the officials 
responsible got the license ‘to in- 
vest the eity with a ‘‘ wide open” 
reputation.

When the history of present day 
mission work in the northwest comes 
to be written the work of the mis- 


sioners attached to St, Faith's mission 
in Edmonton will deserve mention. 
The Anglican church in the last cen- 
tury has developed a notable mission- 
ary zeal and the spiritual needs of the 
Canadian northwest in its phenomenal 
expansion have not been forgotten by 
the morher church in the old land. 
Four yeirs ago &t. Faitn’s mission was 
founded ‘The missloners were sent 
out nere by the anglican archpishops 


of Canterbury, York and Rupert's 
Land. ‘Yoday they number thirteen 
priests and fourteen laymen, who are 


,esponsible for the mivsion work north 
of the river to the Rocky mountains 
westward, and northward as far as the 
dioc of Athabasca. There are eleven 
stations in connection with the mis- 
sion, and each of these covers four or 
five other places where services are 
held, so that altogether about sixty 
services are conducted each Sunday by 
members of the mission, 

The headquarters, St. Faith's mis- 
sion, on Kennedy street, near Alberta 
avenue, has a church and parish at- 
tached. Rev. W. G. ‘Boyd, the rector 
is at present in England, aud the pa- 
rish is in the charge of the assistant 
pastor, Rey. C, H. Bailey. The mis- 
sion house is admirably adanted for 
its purpose as a periodical suthering 
place for the missions from outlying 
stations, Tne loneliness of the north 
is not forgotten. The rule is to have 
a minister and layman associated at 
each station, and to guard further 
against the sense cf isolation there are 
quarterly reunions, when every mem- 
ber repairs to the headquarters for a 
week, during which a retreat is held, 
lectures, reports from stations receiy- 
ed, plans formulated and recreation 
taken, Outfitting is also an import- 
ant feature at these gatherings. 

The Stranger Is Discovered, 

Though seated in an obscure corner 
of St. Faith's church on Sunday morn- 
ing, the stranger was soon discovered 
by Rey, C. H. Balley, who seemed in- 
terested in his yisitor, Rev. Mr. Bail- 
ey had, however, to conduct the ser- 
vice before thelr acquaintance could 
be pursued, but at the close of the 
service, on the stranger's requesting 
some details as to the mission work, 
Rev. Mr. Bailey invited him to lunch, 
and a very pleasant lunch = it was, 
served in the plain refectory of the 
mission house. Among the guests 
were Rey, Mr. Watkins Jones, vicar of 
Christ church, Swansea, Wales, who 
is on a three months’ tour of Canada, 
and is shortly leaving for the coast. 
Rev. Mr, Watkins Jones had been the 
preacher of the morning, and his ser- 
nion was well worth hearing.

Quickly divining the stranger's love 
of things ecclesiastical, Rev, Mr. Bail- 
ey, before lunch, showed him the cha- 
pel, which has a lovely picture of our 
Lord above the altar, while tor spe- 
clal occasions the frontal of the altar 
is modelled on the puttern of the robes 
of one of England's greatest saints, the 
martyred St, Thomas of Canterbury. 

St. Faith's church is interiorily im- 
pressive, Plain, of almost monastic 
simplicity, it inspires reverence.

Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,——1 wish to eall public attention 
to the way In which some of the 
homesteaders in the Yeoford district 
are being treated by those in author- 
ity. About three years ago a number 
of settlers went into that district and 
ten of them spent three weeks in mak- 
ing roads and bridges over creeks to 
their homesteads before they coula 
take in a team and wagon, and until 
last year these se rs have thad to 
haul all their surolies, including feed 
for the horses, trom Wetaskiwin. a 
distance of over fifty miles. The land 
upon which the homesteaders made 
entry is in great part thickly covered 
with brush and Im otner parts is cov- 
ered with fallen logs, rtly due to 
ire and partly to natural decay, and 
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the work involved in cieari the 
land is most severe and can only be 
slowly done. Gome of these gettlers 
have now received notices from the 
Dominion lands office stating that it 
has been reported that they are not 
complying With the remulations ana 
calling upon them to show cause why 
tneir entry shou'd not be cancelled. 
Who is responsible for this action on 
the part of the government offiaicls

ly told me that he had been put here 
to iook up everything and see that the 
lAberais do not steal any more; and 
referring to these getUers he also said, 
“We are to clean them completey out, 
as they have veen up and = sworn 
falsely.”

the settlers. d 

There is a very strong feoling in 
the Yeoford district about the treat: 
ment of the settlers by the govern- 
ment officials and it is believed that 
that treatment has been given entire- 
ly for party reasons, Some of the 
settlers have indicated their intention 
to leave the district and others are to 
advise their friends in the States 
against coming to the province to set- 
tle owing to the treatment which they 
have received, The consequence is 
that settlement west of Pigeon Lake 
will be kept back ana the province
